At pre- 
sent only receiving sets are had by 
the law enforcement officials, and1 
calls to be sent over the radio must 
be phoned to the broadcasting sta- 
tion WAKE at Oshkosh. 


Supervisor Miles P. Dempsey, 


Bear Creek chairman of the coun- 
ty-police radio cbmniitteej predict- 
ed that soon Outagamie county as 
well as other counties in the 4- 
courity police radio hook-up will 
be equipped with 2-way sets. 


Preliminary, study indicates that 


costs of new 2-way sets wduld-be 
offset by the saving of toll charges 
to phone in calls to the broadcast- 
ing station, Dempsey said. Some of 
the old'receiving sets in the coun- 
ty must be replaced soon, and if 
the present study warrants it 2- 
way-sets will be purchased instead 
of receiving sets.

Dempsey said.

One of the most ""satisfac- 
tory aspects of the tax, .according to 
administration spokesmen, is that 
it \vill be relatively less expensive 
to administer than almost any levy 
now on the books.

The lawyer is never 
permitted to consider his own fin- 
ancial interests in advising a client, 
according to the code of ethics.

F you happen along Highway 47 
to Mehasha, that being the 
highway which'enters on Ra- 


cine-street, and you notice one or 
two or several midget automobiles 
going,"round and 'round'andthrow- 
ing'' dust and grass, the driven 
aren't what you think.

just midget automobile racers from 
Menasha or Appleton. 


Although the group, known as 


the Valley Midget Racing associ- 
ation, has been holding trials for 
several weeks, and has worked on 
its track for months, somehow the 
boys didn't get famous until one 
of the cars went beserk the other 
day because of a mechanical fail- 
ure and ended up out in the road. 


Sunday afternoon the racers wfl] 


stage another program of roariiwj 
a«: they prepare for races st sever- 
al fairs in this vicinit". They ex- 
nect to have seven or eight cars on 
the track. 


Lease Field 


The association was formed sev- 
eral months auo »"d then set about 
finding a track. The present prop- 
ertv was leased lor two years and 
with thA aid of tractor!!. »nd a lot 
of muscle on the nart of the mem- 
bers, and a little heln from * sur- 
vevor and others, the trsck was 
laid out and smoothed to thernjint 
where it can be used. It's four- 
fifths of a mile around and rathet- 
dusty and bumoy but the associ- 
ation hopes to take care of the dust 
witK' generous quantities of crank 
case refuse »n<i water. As for the 
bumps. thev31 have to be eliminat- 
ed by hand. 


Just as the track is the result of 
ingenuitv and cooperation on the 
party of friends and no little hard 
work on the part of the drivers, 
the cars also are literally hammer- 
ed and welded out of nothing. Sev- 
eral of the cars, those owned by 
Frank Clark, Menasha, were manu- 
factured by an automotive com- 
pany but others, among them those 
owned by three Appleton enthus- 
iasts, are the result of the drivers* 
handiwork and the aid of friends. 


Take for instance the car owned 
fay George Nowell, shown in it 
at the top. and surrounded by Mill- 
er Electrie-comoany employes who 
heloed him build it 


Nowell started the car in the 


basement ,of his home. He knew 
it had to IDC 74 inches long and 45 
inches wide to meet national asso- 
ciation requirements. So he started 
with a Model T Ford frame and 
cut it down to size. He soon dis- 
covered that without a garage to 
which to .build, he'd have to go 
elsewhere and he needed help. 


Having at one time* worked for 


the Miller Electric company, »he 
"laid iis cards on the table." and 
the owners liked the idea and of- j 
fered to let him use their facilities, j 
They also became interested in the '

machine and helped with its con- 
struction. 


So, Nowell got a 1927 Whippet 


tour cylinder engine with. 144 cubic 
nch piston displacement and made 
numerous alterations to make the 
engine lighter and adapt it to his 
needs. The 43 pound fly wheel was 
whittled down to 13 pounds mak- 
ing it just big enough to enable the 
clutch to ride. 


A down draft carburetor of spec- 
al make was secured, the model T 
front and rear axles were whittled 
d&wn as was the drive shaft The 
rear end gears were locked so that 


spin, and several sets of gears secur- 
ed, the ratio varying with the 
length of the track on which the car 
will be used. Chevrolet disc wheels 
were obtained and cut down to size 
and parts of a Buick and several 
other cars secured to make the job 
complete.

After nine months of work and 


headaches, the car was finished. All 
the parts which were cut down had 
the car isn't inclined to go into a, to be welded to other parts. The 


body was pounded out almost by 
hand and with the assistance of one 
of the body works companies. The 
gas line is operated by air pumped 
into the tank, five pounds being 
good for several races. The pump 
was taken off one of the Cadillacs 
of several years back. 


And now Nowell has a midget 


racer which goes and stops. There is 
no transmission for the engine 
starts, the car goes into gear and 
keeps on going until it stops for 
there is no shifting.

As to speeds, a lot depends on the 


length of the track and on the gear 
ratios. It is estimated the cars on 
the Menasha track average 60-miles 
an hour which means they hit 70 to 
75 on the straight way to make up 
for the loss of speed on the curves. 


Allan Bro, also of Appleton, con- 


structed his car by hand much in 
the manner of NowelL However, he 
is an outstanding mechanic with his 
own workshop and his accomplish- 
ment came easier. He's also the ex- 
pert at adjusting the carburetors on 
the engines. He takes care of them 
alL

gine. If you notice the picture close-

Danzig claims to the point of war 
unless he feels that the time" has 
come to settle once and for all the 
conflict with England, France and 
their allies as to who's who in Eur- 
ope. He isn't at all likely to force 
a fight over Danzig alone. 


The Anglo-French-Polish com- 
bine, on its part, can be expected to 
go as far with concessions to Hitler 
as they feel possible—unless they 
have made up their minds that fur- 
ther-appeasement is useless and 
that the hour has arrived to decide 
the whole European imbroglio with 
arms. 


Time Not Yet Here 


It is quite in the cards that neith- 
er side at this moment could say 
whether it feels that the hour has 
arrived. Developments in the im- 
mediate future may crystalize view- 
points. 


Meantime the only safe prediction 
to make is that war isn't inevitable 
despite the widespread flourishing 
of arms. 


As regards the Danzig issue, inter- 
ests on both sides of the controversy 
have been trying to smooth, the. 
trouble down. Mussolini is said to 
have been persistently counseling 
Hitter to proceed with moderation. 
And it's reliably reported that Eng- 
land and France have been urging 
Poland to compromise. 


One difficulty the Poles lace Is 
their certain knowledge that they 
would have to grant Germany a 
right of way across the Polish, cor- 
ridor which now separates 
the 


Reich from Danzig and German 
East Prussia, and their great fear 
that they would lose the corridor al- 
together.
